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Top doctor slams 
out-of-hours cuts

A SENIOR GP has hit out at claims 
that Haverhill's out-of-hours doctors 
service remains unchanged - as 
protests continue to mount over 
cuts to the town's health provision. 

Dr Andrew Cornish, 
left, has denied claims 
that Haverhill will not 
suffer from cuts to the 
service - and desc¬ 
ribed the situation as 
“crazy”. 

Harmoni, which has been 
running the out-of-hours 
service in Suffolk since 
2010, plans to close three 
bases, including New¬ 
market. But it dismissed 
fears that Haverhill's level of cover was being 
reduced. 

The cuts followed news that the walk-in Crown 
Health Centre in Haverhill looks set to close later 
this year, despite attracting 22,500 visits during the 
two years it has been open, provoking an angry 
reaction from patients and councillors. 

Dr David Lee, Regional Medical Director for 
Harmoni, said: “Under the new structure, the 
Haverhill (out-of-hours) base will be retained and 
an appointment will be able to be made with a GP 
at the base when required out-of-hours, a

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Arts centre’s 
borough 
grant axed 

HAVERHILL’S Arts Centre is no 
longer receiving any grant from 
the borough council - after 
funding was provided by the 
town council last year. 

The previous grant from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil for the arts centre was 
£208,000, but members of the 
council’s Cabinet last night 
dropped the grant from its 
budget. 

A new grant of £50,000 was 
allocated to be administered by 
the One Haverhill group, for 
arts projects in Haverhill. 

Haverhill Town Council 
decided to make a one-off 20 
per cent increase in its part of 
council tax bills last year, to 
raise £173,000 to run the arts 
centre. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill 
town clerk, said it was decided 
to do this because the borough 
council could not guarantee 
what level of grant, if any, 
would be available to the town 
council. 

The move was made last year 
before legislation came into 
effect which meant central 
government could cap the 
spending of councils it 
considered to have made 
excessive council tax increases. 
This year’s town council budget 
looks set to freeze council tax 
levels. 

Mr Mussett said: “It is 
disappointing, but reflects the 
fact that the town council was 
both wise and prudent to take 
the action we did last year.”

Samuel Ward forges ahead as plan sent to education bosses

VULNERABLE pupils 
with special needs 
could be spared from 
travelling up to three 
hours a day by bus if 
ambitious plans to 
create a new school in 
their home town go 
ahead. 

Plans unveiled by Samuel 
Ward Academy in Haverhill to 
establish a new school 
offering 70 places for pupils 
aged from 8 to 18 have 
already received support at 
an initial consultation 
meeting. 

About 30 people turned up 
for a meeting last week, 
despite heavy snowfall, and 
the school’s bid will be 
submitted to the Department

for Education next week. 

The school would still be 
state-funded but out of the 
control of Suffolk County 
Council, which would then 
buy places for pupils. 

Howard Lay, head teacher 
at Samuel Ward, said he 
hoped to learn by this 
summer whether the bid had 
been successful. If it is, the 


school, - costing at least £lm 
- is planned to be open by 
September next year. 

Mr Lay said: “We had a very 
successful meeting. We were 
really pleased with the 
attendance on such and 
awful night and everyone was 
very supportive of the plan. 

“Some of our most vul¬ 
nerable kids are travelling 
one-and-a-half to three hours 
a day to Ipswich or Bury St 
Edmunds to get an edu¬ 
cation, and that does not 
seem to me to be fair or 
justified. 

“The number of special 
needs pupils is not sig¬ 
nificantly higher than 
anywhere else. It is just that 
other towns have provision 
and Haverhill does not. 

“Sudbury has Hillside 
School and Bury has the 
Priory school, and Haverhill 
is a medium-sized town, but 
there is nothing here. The fact 


that we have not got this 
provision when the town is 
expected to grow subs¬ 
tantially is not acceptable. 

“The process is very 
rigorous for a special free 
school, because the pupils 
are so vulnerable. 

“Our initial bid has to be in 
next week and if we are not 
successful straight away, we 
will have another year to 
work on it. 

“We are putting the bid in 
now because we believe the 
need for it is there. 

“We believe that by 
providing specialist support 
with speech, language and 
communication difficulties 
we can help these pupils back 
into mainstream schooling.”

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Inquest opens into 
death of pensioner 

AN inquest was opened last Friday 
into the death of a pensioner 
whose carer has been charged 
with his murder. 

The hearing into the death of 77- 
year-old Paul Norfolk, of Castle 
Lane, Haverhill, was held at Bury 
St Edmunds’ police station. 

Mr Norfolk was found dead at his 
home by police on December 30 
last year and a post-mortem 
examination found he died from 
head injuries. 

Proceedings were adjourned until 
a later date. 

As the Weekly News reported, Mr 
Norfolk’s carer Bunthawee 
Rimmer has been charged with 
his murder. 

The 49-year-old, also of Castle 
Lane, Haverhill, previously 
appeared before magistrates 
accused of killing Mr Norfolk 
between December 28 and 
December 30 last year and was 
remanded in custody until she 
appears at Ipswich Crown Court 
on March 16. 

Rimmer was treated at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
injuries after Mr Norfolk’s body 
was found. 

She has not entered a plea.

situation which remains 
unchanged from the existing 
arrangement.” 

Dr Cornish, a senior partner 
at the Christmas Maltings 
surgery in Haverhill, has been a 
doctor in the town for almost 
30 years. He resigned as 
medical director at the Crown 
Health Centre in 2009, calling 
the project a ‘threat to local 
services’ and accusing county 
health chiefs of misleading the 
public by not providing 
promised X-ray and ultrasound 
facilities. 

And this week, Dr Cornish 
said that since February 1, the 
Haverhill out-of-hours base 
was no longer manned on 
weekday evenings, where 
previously it had been from 
7.30pm-11pm. 

He said: “I think Harmoni 
are being disingenuous by 
saying there is no change, 
when from February 1 there 
has been no doctor based in 


Haverhill in the evenings and 
the nearest doctor for us is in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

“What they are doing is 
stacking up patients in 
Haverhill, waiting until they 
have two or three, and then 
sending a car with a doctor 
from Bury and opening up the 
Haverhill base. It is just crazy. 

“The Crown Health Centre 
was very expensive and the 
money could be used in a 
much better way. 

“I don’t think that Haverhill 
should lose that money and 
the town council and the MP 
should be leaning on the PCT 
quite heavily to see that at least 
some of the money they save 
stays in Haverhill to improve 
services. 

“Having the X-ray facilities 
they promised would make a 
difference. They say they are 
trying to reduce visits to A&E, 
but reducing out-of-hours is 
undoubtedly going to increase 
them. 


“This whole saga shows 
everything that is wrong about 
health care planning. When 
they put the walk-in clinic in 
Haverhill all three GP practices 
pleaded with them to work 
with existing facilities and 
dovetail new services, to fill in 
the gaps and enhance what we 
already had and give some¬ 
thing of value to the town in a 
much more cost-effective way. 

“They insisted on providing 
a completely separate facility, 
which was doomed to failure 
from the start. 

“An example of how ‘un¬ 
joined-up’ their thinking is was 
when we pointed out to 
Harmoni that the walk-in clinic 
was closing - they did not 
know anything about it. 

“I think the public has a right 
to know what is going on, what 
I hate most of all is dishonesty. 
No-one seems to think about 
the patient in all of this, that is 
what I find so frustrating.”

A PENSIONER who fell on 
her face after tripping on a 
pothole is leading calls for 
repairs to the road where 
she lives. 

Sylvia Sizer, 85, was left covered 
in cuts and bruises to her face and 
arms when she fell in Mill Road, 
Haverhill, at the end of last year. 

Mrs Sizer has lived at the 
Shearman Court sheltered 
accommodation for elderly 
people in Mill Road for the past 14 
years and says she can never 
remember any repair work being 
done to the road, except for a few 
small potholes being filled. 

Mrs Sizer said: “It is in a real 
state. I was just walking along and 
about to cross to the other side 
when I caught my foot in the 
pothole and tripped up. 

“I went down flat on my face. I 
was fortunate not to break 
anything because I am getting on 
and it takes longer for bones to 
mend, it they mend at all, when 
you are older. 

“I go very carefully since I fell. It 
does affect your confidence. I am 
not the only one; other people 
have had falls and we are all 
getting on the aged side so we 
have to take more care.” 

She added: “There are great big 
holes down there and all they 
have done is put a bit of gravel 
down in little ones. 

“I cannot understand why they 
don’t fill in the big ones before 
anyone else gets hurt.”

They intend to take 
the to Suffolk County Council and 
to secure repairs as quickly as 
possible. 

Mr Hancock said: “I saw for 
myself the state of Mill Road, 
which is crumbling and a safety 
hazard especially for many of the 
more elderly residents. 

“I am delighted Cllr French 
promised to have a mirror fixed to 
help entry and exit from his 
locality budget. 

“Along with Cllr French, I will be 
bringing the pothole problem to 
the attention of the council and I 
look forward to action to repair 
the road properly soon." 

Cllr French said: “The road is in 
a very poor condition. It does 
need a complete resurfacing, but 
all they have done is patch it up. 
The first cold spell we get, it just 


lifts it out. 

“Given that we have got a lot of 
people who need sheltered 
housing there, we need to make 
sure that they can get out and that 
when they do, they are as safe as 
possible.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We are 
aware of the condition of Mill 
Road. It is inspected every six 
months and the footpaths 
annually with any problems being 
repaired accordingly. 

“The road has been identified 
for comprehensive repair and it is 
on our three-year forward 
programme for patching and 
surface dressing. Delivery of this 
programme is subject to available 
finance.” 

If residents see any particular 
potholes which need urgent repair 
then they can report this to the 
council by phoning 0845 606 6067.

PCT failed to put the right services in place 


Sir, there have been many comments recently relating 
to the potential closure of the Crown Health Centre and 
as one of the Haverhill town councillors in post at the 
time the Centre was first proposed, I would like to add 
the following. 

The PCT went to considerable lengths to persuade the 
people of Haverhill that the walk-in clinic was essential 
and their primary argument was the fact that Haverhill 
residents have a disproportionately high presence at 
accident and emergency Centres. Despite repeated 
requested to Melanie Craig (PCT), they would not 
provide a breakdown of the injuries and conditions 
being treated but listed some of the essential services to 


be provided by the walk-in centre intended to reduce 
the need to attend A&E. An absolute pre-requisite was 
an X-ray and plastering facility, which have never been 
possible because of the temporary construction of the 
build. 

It is my view that the performance of the clinic has 
been unfairly judged because the PCT failed to put in 
place the services necessary to reduce the attendance 
at A&E.

Don’t tar all dog owners with the same brush, please 


Sir, fantastic news: West Suffolk 
Hospital opens its £800,000 improved 
A&E. 

More fantastic news: West Suffolk 
Hospital gets £1.2m for much-needed 
upgrade for breast screening 
equipment to digital machinery and 
NHS funding for Suffolk is increasing 
by another £25.9m for the next 
financial year. 

Good news? You would think so, but 
we live in Haverhill where only cuts 
are considered. 

Antenatal sessions are scrapped- 
mums miss out on learning about 
looking after baby, the birth 
connecting and support from other 
mothers locally. 

It is well known that we don’t have 
transport to connect to West Suffolk 
Hospital or even want to suffer the 
long uncomfortable bus journey and 
Addenbrookes takes an hour. 

Just one more example of how 
Haverhill needs The Crown Health 
Centre not only to stay open but be 
supported by the NHS Suffolk to find 
a new site. 

Martin Royal, director of corporate 
services representing NHS Suffolk 
Primary Care Trust, wrote to myself 
and others giving the reasons why 
they think the Crown should close. 
The fact it did not cut attendance 
from Haverhill to A&E is misleading 
as the figures were for all surgeries in 
Haverhill and no record was kept for 
just the centre. 

Mr Royal says the cost of the Crown 
Health centre, which amounts to 
£1.2m since opening - the amount 
sounds familiar - could be saved. 

Mr Royal suggests self-help and first 
going to your local pharmacy. Come 
on, I think the pharmacies do a great 
job but I am sure most people know 
when they need to see a doctor and 
only a doctor will do. 

We need the Crown Health Centre 
with longer opening hours, including 
weekends, every day of the year. 

But we also need the NHS to carry out 
what was promised to improve on 
services - not just an X-ray machine 
either but visiting consultants, more 
local diagnostics, kidney dialysis etc. 
All of these could be under the 
umbrella of the Crown Health Centre 
new site and then when you next 
need an appointment you can have 
one without waiting days or weeks. 
Many outpatient appointments could 
be carried out locally, saving on 
journey time and parking. 

The fact is NHS Suffolk needs to 
understand we don’t have a hospital 
on our doorstep but we will be in 
serious trouble without the Crown 
Health Centre’s input into locals’ 
healthcare. 

Why do we have to lose out? The 
population has fast increased. We 
need to keep up; it’s no good saying 
“here, you can have an X-ray 
machine but you can’t see a doctor or 
have serious health conditions 
monitored locally”. 

I am sure the money saved will 
always be needed elsewhere but at 
what cost to our local health?

Grant help at 
hand for those 
homes not 


heated by mains gas 


In its latest monthly installment, the Haverhill branch of Suffolk West Citizens 
Advice Bureau looks at a Government scheme to help people make their homes 
more energy-efficient. 



Q l’m looking for ways to cut my gas 
and electricity bills before the winter 
sets in, and I’ve heard there are 
Government grants available to make your 
home more energy efficient. Do you have 
any details? 

A At the moment, half of the UK’s carbon 
emissions come from the energy used to 
generate heat. As a result, a switch to 
low-carbon heating is vital to meet the UK’s 
carbon targets. 

A new Government scheme, which until 
March 31, has been set up to help people install 
green energy heating systems. The scheme is 
particularly for those households who don’t 
have mains gas heating. You can get grants for 
the following amounts, for the following 
products: 

■ A ground source or water source heat pump 
- £1,250 (for homes without mains gas heating) 
■ A biomass boiler - £950 (for homes without 
mains gas heating) 

■ An air source heat pump - £850 (for homes 


without mains gas heating) 

■ Solar thermal hot water panels - £300 
(available to all households). 

The scheme for householders is mainly 
aimed at the 5.5m households in Great Britain 
not heated by mains gas. Rather than mains 
gas, these households have to rely on expensive 
and higher-carbon forms of heating such as 
heating oil and electric fires to keep warm. 

To qualify, householders will need to ensure 
they have basic energy-efficiency measures in 
place before they apply. 

Up to 25,000 new installations will be 
supported over the next year. The grants will be 
given out on a first-come, first-served basis, and 
providers of social housing can also apply. For 
more information, including how to register 
early, visit www.directgov.uk or call the Energy 
Saving Trust on 0800 512 012.

said: “Ben was only a month older 
than me and at the time that he died 
my wife was pregnant with our first 
child, so it was an emotional and 
personally significant time. 

“I said to myself if there was ever a 
chance I could do something for this 
charity that Ben so loved I would 
absolutely do my best to do it. 

“He was a real fighter so it would 
be awful if all our efforts went to 
waste. We really hope people will get 
behind us.” 

Yvonne Clay, Ben’s mother, said: “I 


was so touched when I heard what 
Rioch was doing. We haven’t been 
able to sell any tickets, which is a real 
pity so please come forward and 
help raise a glass to Ben.” 

Ben was first diagnosed with a 
form of bone cancer when he was 15 
but still battled to take part in 
outdoor pursuits, including 
mountain diving, climbing, sailing 
and sky diving despite losing a leg 
and then a lung. 

He also raised thousands of 
pounds for the Teenage Cancer 
Trust, which eventually went 
towards the new teenage cancer unit 


at Addenbrooke’s Hospital.

When did you start your business? 

I started FlipFlop Marketing in August 
2002 and bought the franchise for 
bestofhaverhill in February 2010. 
What were your reasons and 
motivation? 

When I started FlipFlop 
Marketing my sons were 4 and 8 
and I wanted the flexibility and 
freedom of being my own boss. I 
wanted to be in a position where I 
could spend time with them, do 
the school run and be actively 
involved in school life.

What is your business? 

Both my businesses focus on 
marketing. Thebestofhaverhill is about 
championing local independent and 
recommended businesses using online and 
offline marketing. We have 17 essential 
marketing tools available to help our 
business members. We connect local

people with local businesses and local 
businesses with each other. 

FlipFlop Marketing is a marketing consultancy 
- we help businesses find direction with their 
marketing. 

What differentiates you from your competitors? 

What makes FlipFlop Marketing different is the 
depth of analysis and the focus behind the end 
product. I don’t do website design or design for 
print, I am not a search engine optimisation 
specialist -1 do words! 

What makes bestof unique is the depth and 
diversity of marketing activity that we use to 
promote our business members and also the fact 
that is a very personal service. 

How do you measure your success? 

The measure of success for bestofhaverhill is 
really how happy our business members are with 
the service they receive and how much business 
is being generated for them as a result of being 
on bestof. We also won an award at the Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce Business Awards last 
year for best start up business. 

I measure success for FlipFlop Marketing 
based on the relationship I have with my clients 
and the impact I have on their business. A further 
measure for me is that all my work comes from 
recommendation and, of course, I am still in 
business after nearly 10 years! 

What methods did you use to make people 
aware of the service you provide? 

Networking has always played an important 
part in creating awareness of both businesses. 

It’s very effective to meet people face-to-face and 
talk about what you do and how you can help 


them. A willingness to give useful advice and tips, 
without expecting anything in return, ensures that 
people remember you for the right reasons. 

Organising monthly events at the Days Inn 
Haverhill which focus on issues that affect the 
town and businesses has helped to promote 
thebestof to the business community. They 
present an opportunity for press coverage and 
something to talk about on social media 
platforms such as Facebook and Twitter. 

Regular communication through our weekly 
newsletters ensures that local people know who 
we are and what our business members have to 
offer. We also run marketing campaigns such as 
Buy Local and our annual 14 days of love which 
are designed to increase awareness. 

Many business cut down on advertising in a 
recession. Yet statistics show this is 
counterproductive. How have you continued to 
avoid this pitfall? 

If you are promoting your company effectively 
then the money you spend on advertising is 
generating a return on investment and is not 
therefore a cost to your business. 

It’s a bad move to reduce your marketing 
spend, especially in a recession; however, you 
need to know that what you are spending is 
bringing in business so measurement is key. 
There are ways to track the success of most 
marketing activities today - whether it is the use 
of call tracking numbers on printed ads, using 
Google Analytics for your website or reviewing 
open rates for email campaigns. 

What plans do you have for the future? 

I want to grow the number of members on 
bestofhaverhill and continue to raise the profile of 
the fantastic businesses that are part of our 
community. 


For FlipFlop Marketing I would like to increase 
my client base and continue to add value for my 
existing clients. 

What has been your greatest achievement? 

I feel a great sense of achievement every time I 
complete a project for a client or run a successful 
networking event. I think it’s important not to lose 
sight of why we do what we do. However, I know 
it sounds terribly cliched but my greatest 
achievement is being the mother of two fine 
young men. 

What is the funniest request you have had 
from a client? 

I had a marriage proposal which was politely 
declined. 

What five top tips would you give our readers to 
help them set up and run a successful 
business? 

1. Mindset: A positive attitude is vital, as is 
resilience. It’s a tough world and you have to 
keep going even when things go wrong. 

2. Prepare to work hard: if you don’t put the 
effort in don’t expect to get the return! 

3. Marketing: when you start off money is 
normally tight and it can be difficult to find the 
budget for marketing. There is a lot that you can 
do to create awareness that is free or costs very 
little, it just requires some creativity. 

4. Take time to work on your business and not 
just in it: you need to know what direction you 
business is going and how you are going to get 
there. 

5. Build relationships - the stronger your 
relationships with people the better. Building a 
network of other businesspeople that you can 
trust, use as a sounding board and possibly 
partner in certain projects is good for you and 
your business. 



Take your time and 
get the right people 


W E thought that for 

this month’s column 
we would 

concentrate on staffing your 
business, because as it starts 
to develop the only way to 
continue to expand is to 
employ staff. 

It is vital that you employ the right 
people as your employees will make 
or break you. As your business is 
only as good as the people you 
employ this was one of the first 
lessons we learnt in trying to build 
and establish our business. 

These decisions should not be left 
to chance and unless you have a 
robust recruitment policy this is in 
effect what you will be doing. 

Therefore your recruitment 
process should be based on a de¬ 
selection basis - if you imagine a 
funnel with a lot of people being 
poured into it at the top end, there 
should be a filtering system which 
leaves you with only the quality 
candidate at the end of the process. 

I will now detail the selection 
process that we have found very 
useful in selecting the staff to work 
within our organisation; it can 
obviously be tweaked or adjusted to 
fit in to the specific requirements of 
your business. 

The first step is to place an ad in 
your local newspaper advertising the 
position with a number to call for 
any interested parties. Once the 
number is called the potential 
candidate will hear a recorded 


message asking the person to answer 
the following questions: - 

■ Why do you wish to apply for the 
vacancy? 

■ What particular skill sets do you 
have that you believe will make you 
suitable for the role? 

■ What is it about our company that 
makes you want to apply? 

A number of candidates will not 
leave any message, which is a good 
thing. Remember this is a de¬ 
selection process. A few candidates 
will quickly try to answer the 
questions to the best of their ability. 
The really clever ones will phone 
back, write down the questions, put 
the phone down again, then call 
back and leave their carefully 
thought-out answers. 

It is then up to you to play back 
the answering machine and select 
up to a dozen candidates. Offer a 
group interview on a specific day to 
your choices. 

It is inevitable that some 
candidates will not turn up on the 
day, which is good, as this is a de¬ 
selection process and they have de¬ 
selected themselves. 

At the group interview you should 
read out your points of culture. Yes, 
every company should have some 
points of culture as you can not 
expect your staff to adhere to 
principles of ethics and integrity if 
these are not written down, and 
highlighted. 

The candidates should then 
answer some written questions these 
should be along the lines of:- 

■ What do you know about our 


company? 

■ What experience do you have? 

■ What achievement are you most 
proud of and why? 

■ What career goals do you have for 
the next 12 months? 

The process should then be 
adjourned for 20 minutes while you 
read through the answers and select 
the six people for the interview stage. 

Then on returning to the room 
you will have to tell die candidates 
who will not be preceding that they 
unfortunately have to leave the 
process. 

Then set aside two rooms for the 
interviews with two management 
staff in each office and commence 
the interviews. Once they are 
completed compare notes and select 
three people for the second stage. A 
week later have a less formal second 
interview and select your candidate. 
It will be a relief to you both when 
you say: “You’re hired.” 

This process is time-consuming, 
yet if the correct decision is reached 
at the end of the process it can be 
one of the best investments you will 
ever make. 

It does work - the first time we 
used it was for an apprenticeship 
scheme and that candidate won 
apprentice of the year for the Suffolk 
region, beating 20,000 candidates. 

I trust that any of you who are 
embarking on the tricky road of 
employing people will find this 
process useful. Adapt it to meet the 
specific needs of your business, as it 
will hopefully avoid you making the 
itfalls that we made in the days 
efore we had a recruitment policy.

ST Felix Church in Hav¬ 
erhill has held its ever first 
services in the new £lm 
building after more than a 
decade of fundraising. 

Father Michael Teader, parish 
priest at the Catholic church for 
the last 10 years, watched his 
“dream [turn] into a reality” as 
the congregation filed into the 
pews for evening mass on 
Sunday, February 5. 

The old church was finally 
demolished upon the 
completion of the new building 
on the same site in Queensway. 

The move is the second in 50 
years for the 300-strong Catholic 
community after also outgrowing 
their old building more than 45 
years ago. 

Father Teader said: “This is a 
dream come true for so many of 
us. Ten years ago it seemed like 
an impossible challenge but, 
with eternal optimism, we set 
our sights on designing a 
building that would honour God 
and meet the needs of our 
growing parish, the environment 
and the community. 

“So many people have been 
involved in turning our dream 
into a reality. We are grateful to 
our resourceful parishioners, 
both past and present, the local 
people and the wider Catholic 


community, charitable trusts, 
companies, religious orders and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and their officers in 
planning and design for their 
guidance.” 

The priest praised the efforts of 
everyone involved including 
project managers, the New 
Church Project Committee, led 
by Dr Paul Stephenson, and the 
financial support of the Diocese 
of East Anglia, which has 
underwritten the church’s 
£150,000 debt as it continues 
fundraising. 

He also thanked Haverhill 
Town Council, Havebury Neigh¬ 
bourhood Improvement Fund 
and Suffolk County Council's Cllr 
Tim Marks for their grants 
towards the landscaping and car 


parking costs. 

The landscaping will be 
completed by the end of this 
month and will include 39 
parking spaces, as well as two 
spaces with access for the 
disabled, which it is hoped will 
help ease the problems 
associated with congestion at the 
old site.

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My warming treat 
for a cold evening 


Haverhill chef Hannah Jones shares recipes and highlights 
the very best of local produce.

W HAT a cold and snowy Febuary we are 
having - but I am glad to say that I have 
spent most of it in my warm kitchen baking 
up some very special cakes. 

Febuary has turned out to be a very busy month for me and I 
hope it continues. As it’s the week ofValentine’s Day I thought I 
would give you a great recipe to cook for your loved one, it you 
are planning to stay in and avoid the freezing temperatures. 

This dish originates from France and it’s warm and easy to 
make even after a hard day at work. 

The dish is called chicken saute chasseur, which means 
hunter’s chicken. The chicken I have used is free-range for I do 
believe it tastes better and having my own chickens makes me 
care more about how the animal is treated in the short life it has. 

I understand free-range chicken is expensive but I myself 
would rather eat chicken just once a week and know that it has 
had a good life, and I think the quality is brillant. Also just to let 
you know you can now taste my cakes at A Revolution in 
Haverhill on a Friday - if you book a treatment you are given a 
free cupcake on the day. I am currently making the cakes for 
Haverhill Arts Centre, so maybe you might like to visit one day 
for a pot of tea and try one of my homemade cakes too. 




Ingredients 

50g butter 
Salt and pepper 
1 chicken 

lOg shallots (chopped) 
lOOg button mushrooms (sliced) 

3 tbsp dry white wine 
250ml brown stock 

tomato concassee (4 large fresh tomatoes) 
parsley and tarragon (chopped) 

Instructions 

■ Chop your chicken into portions - you should 
have drumsticks, thighs,the carcass, wings and 
breast. If you’re not comfotable in doing this you 
can always ask your butcher who will be happy to 
help. 

■ Place the butter in a big hot pan and season the 
chicken portions. 


■ Then place into the pan in order above. 

■ Cook until golden brown on on both sides. 

■ Cover with a lid and cook in oven or on stove on 
a medium heat until tender. 

■ While the chicken is cooking make your tomato 
concassee. 

■ Boil a pan of water and score the bottom of the 
tomatoes into a cross shape (you just want to cut 
the skin). 

■ Place the tomatoes into the boiling water for 15 
seconds (I find counting “one elephant, two 
elephant” works for me). 

■ Place straight into ice-cold water to cool. 

■ Once cold, peel away the skin and chop into 
small cubes, discarding the seeds. 

■ Once your chicken is cooked place in a suitable 
dish (you can keep warm in the oven) and add the 
shallots to the pan the chicken was cooked in. 


Cook on a gentle heat without colouring the shallots 
for 1 -2 minutes. 

■ Add the washed and sliced mushrooms, cover 
with lid and cook for 3-4 minutes. Do not colour. 
Drain off the fat. 

■ Add the white wine and reduce it down by half, 
then add your brown stock and concassee and 
cook for 5 minutes. 

■ Pour over your chicken and sprinkle with your 
fresh herbs. This can be served with buttery 
mashed potatoes or maybe steamed rice would be 
lovely.

First Capital Connect 
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I never thought it would 
happen, says mum, 47 



Having overcome illness, bereavement, miscarriages and a cancer scare, Ellie Stoneley 
turned to IVF to fulfil her dream of having a baby and, at 47, she’s now the proud mum of 
a gorgeous new daughter - with a perfectly appropriate name. Ella Walker reports. 


T HE door opens 
and I'm greeted 
by the dinkiest 
littie person dressed 
in a farmyard animal 
babygro, snuffling 
away in her mother’s 
arms. 

Holding baby Hope up 
to the sunlight, mum Ellie 
Stoneley Gradwell 
proudly tells me her 
daughter has just learnt to 
suck her thumb. 

Delivered by C-section, 
three weeks early, on 
January 5, to look at them 
both now you’d never 
guess what they’ve faced 
to get to this blissful point. 

Squirming and 
wriggling her perfect little 
arms and legs, Hope is the 
bubble of light following a 
“very bleak five years” for 
Ellie and her husband 
Roy. “All of which make 
her even more of a 
miracle,” she says. 

The death of her father, 
huge issues with work 
and an autoimmune 
condition that had her 
endlessly in and out of 
hospital - not to mention 
a breast cancer scare this 


time last year - would be a 
lot for anyone to cope 
with and, at 47 years old, 
Ellie admits she was skirt¬ 
ing the upper age limit for 
new motherhood too. 

Despite the health 
implications and risks, 
Ellie and Roy, 49 - who 
had been trying for a baby 
since getting married 
three-and-a-half years 
ago - made the decision 
to try one last time to get 
pregnant, and Ellie set off 
from the couple’s north 
Cambridge home for a 
three-week stint in India, 
to cleanse and reboot her 
body. “I came back 
thinner, fitter and 
healthier,” she says. 

Then came IVF 
treatment, which Ellie 
had in Alicante. “It was 
our last ditch attempt, but 
it worked first time,” she 
says. “We were very, very 
lucky.” 

Knowing she was likely 
to face a tumultuous 
pregnancy because of her 
age, and having suffered 
miscarriages before, Ellie 
set up a blog: 

crazypregnantperson. com, 
to act as a record in case 
things didn’t work out and 


to help her through the 
process. 

“It started as an outlet 
for my fears but the 
people who got in touch, 
people going through 
similar experiences, 
became a fascination,” 
she explains. 

“It really helped me get 
all my feelings down and 
helped me unburden a 
bit. It seemed to help 
other people too and their 
responses encouraged me 
to keep going with it.” 

As the ups and downs 
of growing a person in her 
belly (named ‘The 
Spaniard’ in honour of the 
Alicante trip) poured out 
into the ether, the blog 
created a support 
network for other mums- 
to-be. 

You can see why. Ellie’s 
writing is funny, 
thoughtful and 
welcoming in the 
extreme, just like her - 
even in the thrall of a tiny 
being that makes sleep a 
distant memory. 

“I really enjoyed being 
pregnant but I’m very 
pragmatic -1 genuinely 
didn’t believe it would 
really happen,” says Ellie, 


explaining why she 
decided not to find out 
the sex of the baby. “Part 
of that was the whole 
anxiety that something 
would go wrong. I 
thought if I knew the sex it 
would be harder to deal 
with but in the end I 
thought, there are so few 
things that are surprising 
in life, the idea of being 
handed a baby and told: 
‘It’s a girl!’ or: ‘It’s a boy!’ 
was just something I’ve 
always, always dreamt of.” 

Although practical and 
realistic, Ellie also spills 
over with positive 
thoughts, which helped 
her to remain hopeftil 
even when her baby 
stopped moving for 10 
days before the birth. 

“I had to have her heart 
scanned three times a 
day: you have these straps 
put round your tummy 
and lie in this big blue 
plastic chair looking up at 
these blue curtains 
watching her heart 
beating on the screen,” 
she recalls. “That was 
quite frightening, but her 
heart was always fine, it 
was just the fact she 
wasn’t moving.”

In fact it was Ellie’s heart 
that turned out to not be 
fine: “The consultant said 
my heart was beating so 
fast it was like I was 
running a marathon 
constantly.” The left atrium 
had swelled up and it was 
that which finally 
prompted doctors at 
Addenbrooke’s to go ahead 
with the caesarean. 

“They were tremendous. 
I’ve been so overwhelmed 
by the treatment from The 
Rosie,” Ellie says, 
explaining that her age 
didn’t hinder so much as 
guarantee her the best 
possible care. 

“In the end, people 
treated me with yet more 
care because I was older, I 
was considered more high 
risk for blood clots and 
DVT. I had to wear these 
really sexy surgical 
stockings for the whole 
pregnancy, which was 
horrific; it was the one 
thing that nearly pushed 
me over the edge,” she 
laughs. 

What Ellie did focus on 
was staying as healthy as 
physically possible for the 
pregnancy, religiously 
walking for two hours 
every day and eating 
incredibly well. “It all 
meant so much to me. I 
became practically 
vegetarian, I didn’t touch a 
fizzy drink, blue cheese or 
dye my hair; anything that 
could possibly be a risk I 
didn’t have for the whole 
pregnancy I didn’t have tea 



and we explored lots of 
different alternatives and 
we were just very, very 
fortunate and very blessed 
and very lucky, but I 
worked extremely hard to 
make sure I stayed as 
healthy as I possibly could 
for the pregnancy and I 
believe that made a 
difference.” 

Today, Hope is blissful 
and sleepy with “skin that 
feels like rose petals” 
murmuring away in a huge 
vintage pram between 
eating “like a little squirrel” 
and ‘morning discos’ with 
Ellie (I’m informed she 
doesn’t like fames Blunt - 
he makes her wail - but is a 
big fan of Springsteen). 

“I feel so privileged to 
have her,” says Ellie, who 
has been staying with her 
mother because she lives 
closer to Addenbrooke’s 
(“and so she can enjoy it all 
too”). “It’s such a joy. You 
don’t get to being 47 and 
suddenly having a baby 
without it representing a 
whole lot of” - well what 
else? - “hope.”

or coffee, just gallons of hot 
water. 

“In terms of what I 
missed,” she smiles. 
“Margaritas, sushi and rare 
steak!” 

Since coming out of 
hospital, Ellie and Hope 
have been making up for 
lost time as they were both 
whisked off into special 
care straight after the birth. 
Though born weighing a 
healthy 61bs 12oz, Hope 
struggled with feeding, so a 
tube was inserted through 
her nose to help her gain 
weight. She was also 
tongue-tied, which doctors 
rectified with a small cut. 

The first time mother 
and baby were alone 
together was in the 
hospital, when Hope was 
unexpectedly wheeled 
round beside Ellie’s bed in 
one of the transparent 
plastic cots - “a fish tank” - 
used by The Rosie. 

I ask Ellie what it feels 
like to wait so long and 
suddenly have a baby that 
is all your own to look after. 
“That’s the one thing that’s 
been really weird,” she 
says. “You think, especially 
when you get to being this 
ancient, that you know 
yourself and you know 
how to do things and day- 
to-day think you’re quite 
practical, and then 
suddenly you do feel six 
years old and like you don’t 
have a clue, because it’s a 
whole different experience. 

“I never really genuinely 
believed it could happen

Off switch 


just gettin 
sta rted... 


“ "1 THINK I was probably 
quite lucky in having 
bestowed on me the gifts of 
curiosity, nosiness, energy and 
enthusiasm. And I think if you’ve 
got those qualities, they’re pretty 
good allies for an eventful life.” 

Coming from most people, such words 
could easily be dismissed as egotistical 
hyperbole - but from DJ and journalist 
Andy Kershaw, they’re probably an 
understatement. 

The outspoken broadcasting legend, 
who is appearing at Haverhill Arts Centre 
next month, has packed his 52 years with 
enough experience and adventure to fill a 
dozen lifetimes. 

After leaving the University of Leeds, 
where as entertainments secretary he 
booked names like Iggy Pop, The Clash 
and Ian Dury, he swiftly rose to become 
one of the most respected music 
presenters on radio and TV 

And as if having his own slots on BBC 
Radio 1 and later Radio 3 weren’t 
enough, Andy has reported from some of 
the world’s most dangerous warzones and 
repressive regimes as Radio 4’s foreign 


out there in the Middle East trying to find 
the Free Syrian Army and sneaking into 
Syria with them.” 

While working as Billy Bragg’s roadie 
in 1984, Andy was invited to present the 
BBC’s The Old Grey Whistle Test. He 
joined Radio 1 a year later, where he was 
free to play the music he wanted. 

Not wanting to be constrained by the 
major labels’ offerings, he travelled far 
and wide to seek out new sounds. 

He said: “What I find most 
astonishing, looking back on it, is that I 
was the first person in Radio 1 ’s history 
who’d ever bothered to pack up a 
recording device and set off around the 
world to record music. 

“It wasn’t always what came to be 
known as ‘world music’, but I’d go off 
and record blues singers or Cajun 
musicians in rural Louisiana and stuff like 
that. No-one had even done that before - 
and why not? It was dead easy.” 


To the casual observer, Andy’s forays 
into current affairs might seem an 
unusual career step from being a DJ. 
However, he argued, the two roles aren’t 
all that different. 

“I’ve never been passive about 
anything, not least about music - but 
again, it comes down to nosiness,” he 
explained. “Wanting to know what goes 
on in North Korea isn’t a particularly 
different impulse from wanting to know 
more about the different music of the 
world. 

“I got into reporting because, at the 
time, the world was going through the 
most dramatic upheaval since the 1960s. I 
wanted to be an eyewitness to that history 
in the making - and I still do. I [want] to 
give people some kind of insight on what 
these places are like. 

“There have been some horrid sights 
but the worst were in Rwanda [during the 
bloody civil war of 1994, in which an 


estimated 800,000 people died] - it was 
horrific, revolting and just appalling.” 

For a man whose record collection 
weighs seven tons, and who has been at 
the cutting edge of music for three 
decades, one imagines the rise of the 
internet and its impact on the industry 
would be cause for consternation. 

But he said: “I’ve no sentimentality 
about the demise of major record 
companies. 

“I’d feel sentimental about the loss of 
more pioneering, innovative and 
independent labels, and to that extent I 
lament the loss of records because they’re 
an artefact you can treasure. 

“I’m a vinyl man and have been since I 
was 12 years old, but you can’t stop 
technology or put genies back in bottles.”

his mother Linda (Sandra Bullock). 

The boy suffers from Asperger’s- 
like symptoms and he carries a 
tambourine, which soothes him in 
times of stress. 

When his father was alive they used 
to play a scavenger hunt game called 
Reconnaissance Expedition, which 
involved looking for clues throughout 
New York City. An old key found in a 
smashed vase sparks Oskar’s 
imagination and the youngster 
becomes convinced that Thomas had 
left him a clue from beyond the grave. 

A late-night encounter with the 
mute, elderly man (Max von Sydow), 
who rents a room in his grandmother’s 
apartment, provides Oskar with an 
unlikely accomplice for the search.

Hanks is glimpsed in flashback and 
Bullock impresses in her few scenes, 
but von Sydow dominates all of his 
scenes, conveying heartbreaking 
emotion through his eyes and gestures. 

The resolution to Oskar’s search 
feels contrived, almost preposterous, 
but the excellent casting and flashes of 
Daldry’s directorial brio counterbalance 
our incredulity.

PUBLISHED in 2005, Jonathan Safran 
Foer’s second novel revisited the 
deadliest act of terrorism committed on 
American soil through the eyes of a 
nine-year-old boy.

U RBAN alleyways in 
this country have 
often been seen as 
threatening places - dark, 
lined with brick walls or 
fences, with no colour and 
plenty of possibilities for 
crime. 

Yet in certain areas green¬ 
fingered residents have made their 
alleyways a sight to behold, filled 
with plants which create a riot of 
colour and a heart-warming 
atmosphere, as far away from 
graffiti-land as you can get. 

The RHS is now calling on 
communities to transform 
unsightly, neglected alleyways 
into green havens, championing 
the findings of a recent RHS 
report that shows the significant 
impact this sort of revival has on 
communities. 

A survey of 231 gardening 
groups found neglected areas 
were often problematic because of 
crime and fear of crime. Disused 
alleyways were a particular 
concern because they’re a perfect 
access route for burglars. 

Many councils run schemes to 


gate off problem alleyways and 
the impact this has had on crime 
has been significant in cities like 
Cardiff, Bristol and Manchester. 

According to the RHS report, 
in one Manchester street, 50 
properties backed on to a four¬ 
way passage and were prone to 
burglary. It was gated off and 
residents planted it up, turning 
what was once a crime-ridden 
area into a flourishing community 
haven where residents hold events 
and children play. 

“A lot of groups that have 
renovated disused spaces like 
alleyways which have been prone 
to vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour have reported that 
vandals sometimes continue but 
this is extremely short-lived,” says 
Stephanie Eynon, RHS 
community horticulture manager. 

“If they steal planters, write 
graffiti or whatever, they soon 
notice that the planters are put 


back and the graffiti is removed - 
not by the council, but by 
residents. These once disused 
areas become looked-after, used, 
lived-in, part of the community 
and vandals are put off by the fact 
there is a strong community 
presence. 

“Groups report that vandals 
don’t return. Whether it’s through 
fear of being watched, the fact 
that there are people physically 
now in these areas is off-putting 
to them.” 

The RHS It’s Your 
Neighbourhood campaign, part of 
Britain in Bloom, is offering 
advice on planting up neglected 
spaces like alleyways and also 
providing information on funding. 
There are already more than 1,000 
registered IYN groups. To set up a 
new group or join an existing one, 
go to www.rhs.org.uk/ 
communities.

finalists Owen Morgan and 
Alexandra Froggatt, who will 
demonstrate how to regenerate an 
alleyway through planting at the 
RHS London Plant and Design 
Show on February 14 and 15, 
offer the following tips: 

■ A derelict alleyway can be 
taken on as a community project. 
Even on a shoestring budget, 
bright colours and simple raised 
beds can transform an area 
quickly. Be creative - recycled 
items will add an interesting 
dynamic to any design. 

■ Green walling is an instant 
effect and can vastly increase your 
planting options and available 
area for planting in a limited 
space. Green wall systems lend 
themselves to the growing of 
ferns which are well suited to a 
damp, shaded alleyway wall. 

There are plenty of products on 
the market that utilise pockets or 
pouches with in-built irrigation 
systems. 

■ With green wall technology the 
potential for vertical allotments is 
beginning to be realised. An 
alleyway could be taken on by the 
community and be transferred 
into a vertical allotment. In urban 
areas this would help towards the 
lack of available allotment space. 

■ Take into account practical 
considerations. Speak to 
neighbours before embarking on 
any structural work. Take into 
consideration the Party Wall Act 
and contact a surveyor if in any 
doubt. 

■ Most alleyways require some 
degree of access. A good design 


should include a clear flat access 
path wide enough for wheelie 
bins, disabled access or buggies. 

■ Many alleyways will have a 
concrete-lined base and will 
therefore be unsuitable for 
conventional planting. Pots, 
planters and troughs are an ideal 
way of creating a strong design 
identity to the space while 
providing plenty of opportunity 
for planting. 

■ Climbers on funky trellis will 
also add vertical interest. 
Climbing hydrangeas are self- 
clinging and highly shade- 
tolerant. 

■ Use hanging planters to break 


up long sections of wall. 

■ The majority of alleyways are 
shady so experiment with shade 
tolerant plants such as ferns, 
hakonechloa and hostas. 

■ A few large specimens will 
have strong impact in a small 
space so add bamboo or hardy 
palms. 

■ Box is shade tolerant so try 
adding some topiary balls or 
cones for year-round elegance. 

■ Brighten up dark and dingy 
areas by adding bold-coloured 
pots. White will act to lift and 
lighten the area. Paint the walls to 
make a bold statement, but make 
sure you have permission first.

ASTON MARTIN has 
revealed the first 
images of the new 
V12 Zagato (road 
car) scheduled for 
production later this 
year. 

The V12 Zagato is the 
pinnacle of the Vantage 
range. It is also the latest 
expression of a 
successful creative 
collaboration that has 
given rise to a series of 
striking GT cars over the 
last half-century, the 
original and most iconic 
of which being the 
DB4GT Zagato. 

Though commemor¬ 
ating a great Aston 
Martin of the past the 
V12 Zagato could be no 
mere pastiche of the 
original. Instead the 
project was seen as the 
perfect opportunity to 
take Aston Martin’s ethos 
of technology and 


tradition to a new level. 
To this end the V12 
Zagato combines the 
modern ideas, materials, 
processes and 

technology pioneered on 
One-77, while remaining 
true to the purity and 
craftsmanship of its 
forebear.

DESPITE high 

inflation, the price of 
used cars fell 1.5 per 
cent last year, figures 
show. 

The average price of a 
second-hand vehicle in 
2011 was £9,018 compared 
with £9,155 in 2010, 
according to research from 
Auto Trader. 

Cars up to three years old 
- now in shorter supply due 
to recent dips in new car 


sales - went for over 6 per 
cent more in 2011 than in 
2010, but the price of 
vehicles aged over 10 years 
fell by an average of 6 per 
cent. 

The average price of all 
second-hand cars sold in 
the London area dipped 
from £10,097 in 2010 to 
£9,504 in 2011. As many as 
16.65 per cent of the cars 
sold in London were over 10 
years old. 

The most expensive used 


cars last year were those 
sold in Northern Ireland, 
with an average price of 
£9,704. 

Auto Trader said the 
overall nationwide average 
fall last year would have 
been even higher but for the 
fact that prices rose in 
November and December 
2011 following seven 
successive monthly falls. 

Auto Trader strategy 
director Tim Peake says: 
“The impact of reduced 


new and used-car 
transactions, created by 
relatively weak consumer 
demand, is leading to lower 
overall retail prices for used 
cars. 

“Looking ahead, the 
picture for 2012 is one of a 
challenging market.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
